The consequence of one act is oftentimes fatal to an indi- 
viduals success in life. 1 speak not of those which courts 
of justice would pronounce as penal, but those which we 
consider as wisdemeanors; it is the milder kind of offences 
against prudence and duty, which begin as an incubus upon 
who ie guilty of him them ; for aside from the confidence which 
is lost, his own mind is brought into a morbid state, which 
unfits him for pursuing with energy, pleasure, and success, 
the higher objects of his heing. 

An established character—for virtue or vice—bas its be- 
ginning in small things; it is repetition which strengthens 
and confirms; we should foster whatever tends to the growth 
of the former—and shun as poison the latter; if we com- 
menced life with this principle as our guide we should a- 
void the evil and secure the good; we should be educating 
ourselves according to the only true method. Commence 
aright, and subsequent history will bear testimony to the 
principle that a guod hegitihing has # good end—tor if we 
are not mistaken..in judging of men, we believe those uu 


ſeobeseded best who, from early life, have pursued duty with 


undeviating constancy. Jf the causes which have opere 
ated in forming the characters of men were presented to the 
eye with critical accuracy, the sentiments advanced above 
would find abundant confirmation. 
The mind is so constituted that every act, good or bad, 
influences the character, modifying it according to the qual- 
ity of the action; either the zoul is drawing within itelf 
those beauties which are ornaments to their poseessor, or 
those which will distort its cvery feature. It is an impor- 
tant fact, and one which imposes great responsibility upon 
every young man-that he is the artificer uf his own charac- 
ter. It is left for him to choose whether he will endeavor 
to imitate those higher models of human character which 
are presented to us in history, or submerge in the genera 
muss who come far short of realizing that perfection which 
is in the power of human nature to attain.

I ask, dots not every species of wrong injure the 
doer? never was it known that a single act was committed 
without being an advantage or disadvantage. We arg 
on the same prineiple with reference to right and virteous 
conduct, good being its general attendant we recognize it 
approval in the course of nature. . 
If you form habits of integrity in the early period of lile, 
they will continge by you in your fururecourse. It is much 
easier to do this now than it will be at any subsequent time, 
The associations formed in the teens give a coloring to the 
fature character, and every young man meets enon gh during 
this period to cultivate thoee principl:s which will prove aa 
advantage to him whew he shall be called to act for bia 
self. 
In an established state of society young men of integrity 
generally succeed well.
